Mendle 
is a close political associate of 
Mattingly. 

Elroy W. Bromwich, new Re- 
publican national committee- 
man for Missouri, today termed 
the Mendle appointment as “un- 
fortunate and unsatisfactory.” 


Numerous Calls. 


Reporting that he had re- 
ceived numerous Calls from all 
over Missouri from Republicans 
|“expressing amazement and 
| disappointment” in the selec- 
tion of Mendle, Bromwich 
said: 

“In the interest of harmony 
in the Republican party in Mis- 
souri, representations have al- 
ready been transmitted to the 
zppointing powers and other in- 
terested persons. We expect the 
situation to be rectified within 
a few days.” 

The protests are to be di- 
rectedto leaders of the National 
Citizens for Eisenhower Com- 
mittee, New York, and to Sher- 
man Adams, presidential assist- 
ant. Bromwich made this state- 
ment after a conference at 
Hotel Sheraton-Jefferson with 
other party leaders. He re- 
ported that Mrs. Horace S. 
Hodges, of Kansas City, the 
national committeewoman-elect, 
agreed “that this appointment 
should not have been made 
without consultation.” 

Notified by Telephone. 

Mendle said he was notified 
of his appointment when he re- 
ceived along distance telephone 
call yesterday from Brig. Gen. 
John Reed Kilpatrick (ret.) of 
New York, chairman of the Na- 
tional Citizens - for - Eisenhower 
organization. He said Kilpatrick 
cal'ed to congratulate him. 

Another state party leader 
said the appointment apparently 
had been arranged by Mat- 
tingly, former G.O.P. national 
committeeman for Missouri, who 
has close ties with the national 
| citizens committee leaders. He 
was a member of the so-called 
“Commodore Hotel group” 
_headed by former Gov. Thomas 
E. Dewey of New York, which 
persuaded Mr. Eisenhower to 
seek the presidency in 1952. 

It was learned that the anti- 
Mattingly forces in Missouri 
had hoped that Edwin Culver 
III, St. Louis business man, 
would be named to head the 
Citizens-for-Eisenhower group 
in Missouri. 

Heads Campaign Committee. 

Mendle, who lives at 748 
Cella road, Ladue, is chairman 
of the Missouri congressional 
campaign committee, and 
| headed the group which or- 
ganized the outstate “Salute to

WASHINGTON, July 3—Sen- 
ator Stuart Symington (Dem.), 
Missouri, told Secretary of De- 
fense Charles E. Wilson to his 
face today that either he or re- 
sponsibile military officials of 
the Defense Department were 
misleading the American peo- 
ple as to the relative military 
strength of the United States 
and the Communists. 

Symington said the Senate 
subcommittee on air power, 
which he heads, will have to 
hold further hearings because 
of the conflicts in sworn testi- 
mony arising out of Wilson's 
appearance before the subcom- 
mittee. 

Several to ilitary com- 
manders have appeared before 
the investigators and, in gen- 
eral, have supported Syming- 
ton’s position that e Uni 
States is falling behind Russia 
in the competition with Russia 
for supremacy in the air. 

Today, as he had done in two

operators who have been in the 
forefront of the opposition to 
the plan to construct the city- 
owned garages, made no contact 
with him, Blaine said, except to 
request the public hearing which 
was held on June 22. 

In a formal statement out- 
lining his opposition to the 
bills, Blaine said, “I was skep- 
tical about the bills from the 
time I introduced them, but I 
hoped Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
would bring forth strong facts 
showing the need for the ga- 
rages. He has not done so. 

“It is clear to me that the 
administration of the city has 
failed to try to obtain private 
financing for the city’s needs 
for parking and has failed to 
confer and discuss these needs 
with the business men down- 


town. 
“It is also clear that these 
bills would seriously injure 


businesses away from the sites 
of these garages. 

“The bills will help the large | 
department stores, the large 
banks and other businesses close 


to these sites, but will hurt 
small businesses away from 
them. The choice of sites ap- 


pears discriminatory and there 
is danger of loss of money from 
the proposed garages because 
the need for subsidy from the 
city appears great. 

Urges Conference. 

“This loss will be in addition 
to the loss of taxes and the loss 
of jobs which would result if 
the bills are passed.” 

Blaine urged the administra- 
tion to arrange a conference 
with downtown business men 
*“with a view toward aiding the 
completion of projects already 


planned for the continued 
growth of all downtown St. 
Louis.”

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A New Birth of Freedom 


Ten years ago, on July 4, a nation was con- 
* ceived in a new birth of freedom. This was the 
Philippine Republic. 

There for the first time a great power brought 
into the world a sovereign state which had been 
carefully nurtured from colonialism to liberty, 
and trained for democracy. Here was “a pro- 
jection of the Occident, located in the Orient,” 
as stated by Emilio Abello, then Philippine 
Minister to Washington. 

Here was to be a showcase for democracy in 
Asia. 

Vice President Nixon, as the President's rep- 
resentative, has just signed a declaration in 
Manila conceding full Philippine sovereignty 
over American bases in the islands. And on this 
joint Independence day, Filipinos and Ameri- 
cans will take stock of their joint creation, and 
reaffirm the ties which still bind the two nations. 

It will be said that the United States gave the 
islands modern education,\ transportation and 
health. It gave them the 
cratic government. It gave them vast funds for 
economic assistance. Above all, it gave them 
liberty. ini an 

Beyond that, the Filipinos have made their 
own way. They have developed their country 
after the devastation of war. They have halted a 
guerrilla civil war. THey have adopted land re- 
forms and attacked a feudal economic system. 
They have clung to democratic forms. Much of 
their accomplishment has come under the presi- 
dency of Ramon Magsaysay, one of the great 
leaders of Asia. 

While the Philippines are indeed struggling 
to become a showplace of democracy, still the 
record of progress is not enough, by ftself, to 
convince Asians that the United States stands 
firmly for their freedom and progress. 

It is time for America to consider accepting 
advice from its Filipino friends, after years of 
giving it. For such men as President Magsaysay 


and Ambassador Carlos Romulo understand the 


feelings of Asians. 

Thus Gen. Romulo has been a champion of 
the United States before its critics, as at the 
Bandung conference. There he conceded that 
America sometimes lacked “consistency and 
vigor” in furthering the freedom of other peo- 
ples. But he bluntly asked the Communist bloc 
delegates if they would ever “speak as freely in 
criticism of a bigger country to which they feel 
friendly or allied.” 

Ambassador Romulo is equally plain spoken 
with his friends. At Louisville, last week, he 
said there was no anti-Americanism among 
Asians, but he added that Asians do feel that 
some American officials have conducted them- 
selves “in a manner that is contrary to Ameri- 
canism.” He added: 


The neutralists, new in their freedom, 
new in breaking the harness of colonialism, 
have been fooled by Soviet tactics. And by 
failing to see the difference between the 
Soviet Union and the United States of Amer- 
ica, they are playing into the hands of the 
most detestable of all imperialisms. 


Because America is the nation of Washington 
and Jefferson, the free peoples of Asia believe 
that this country should stand clearly against 
every form of colonialism, should restrain the 
enemies of its traditions at home as well as 
abroad, and should not expect strong military 
commitments from peoples who have barely 
begun to govern themselves. 

If America does not seem to follow its first 
principles, then mistrust is born of these stern 
expectations of us. That is what the Filipino 
leaders see and Say. 

In half a century the Philippines have become 
not only our sovereign equal and firm ally, but 
our voice to the East. But this new voice of 
freedom speaks to the West as well. 
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How the President Won 

The bitterest battle on the mutual security 
authorization bill came over the question of 
whether all aid to Yugosavia should be cut off. 
The Eisenhower Administration and the majority 
of Republicans in the Senate were at odds on the 
issue. Senator Bridges, dean of Senate Repub- 
licans, introduced an amendment to cut off all 
United States aid to Tito’s country on the 
grounds that the Yugoslav leader was too friend- 
ly with Moscow.

He owes his victory 
in other words to Senators he says ought to be 
defeated in November. 


Clumsy Bow to Red Opinion 

First told that they were saved from a continu- 
ation of Stalin’s terror by the new regime in the 
Kremlin, the Russian people now have been told 
that it was their own fault that his excesses were 
not stopped sooner. ‘This explanation, made by 
the Communist party’s central committee on be- 
half of Khrushchev, Bulganin and their associ- 
ates, is ingenuous. Still, it is remarkable that 
any excuse was offered, especially one so official. 

It is hard to say to what extent the new lead- 
ers believed it neeessary to explain to the Rus- 
sian people why they did not protest while 
Stalin was still alive. The 6000-word statement 
was issued as a refutation of criticisms by the 
Italian Communist leader, Togliatti, and other 
non-Russian Reds. It is possible that Pravda and 
the Russian radio carried these foreign rebukes 
because they reflected similar sentiments within 


the U.S.S.R. which could be met indirectly by. 


answering the non-Russians. In other words, like’ 
any politicians, the Russian rulers might have 
been catering to public opinion at home. 

Even so, it was a crude job. It was something 
less than a compliment to the Russian people 
to tell them that they so idolized Stalin, espe- 
cially after the war, that they would not have 
tolerated a word of criticism. 

It cannot have helped very much either to 
dust off the old line about “capitalist encircle- 
ment.” If there was ever a time when even the 
most uninformed Russians must have believed 
that threat to be so slight as to be virtually non- 
existent, that time was during the war and the 
days which followed it. The capitalists had 
been partners-in-arms with the Russians, and 
there was hope for post-war co-operation. 

By denouncing Stalin and then letting the Rus- 
sians hear denunciations—and by Communists 
at that—of his successors, the Kremlin has ex- 
posed the people to something they have not ex- 
perienced in a long, long time: the possibility 
of open disagreement with the regime, the ad- 


mission that those in authority can be wrong. 


That way lies democracy. 3 
Those in the Kremlin obviously do not intend

to let this trend go so far as to get out of hand. 
Yet circumstances have forced still another de- 
parture from the pattern of pure absolutism. 
Who can say this is the last bow to public 
opinion? 
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Credit to Senator Hennings 

Citizens who have followed the conversion of 
former Senator Harry P. Cain on internal securi- 
ty will find an article in The New Republic by 
Daniel N. Berman to be nothing less than fas- 
cinating reading. It describes in detail the re- 
cent meeting between President Eisenhower and 
Mr. Cain with Gerald D. Morgan, chief counsel 
to the President, sitting in. 

Among the interesting disclosures is why the 
date was changed for Mr. Cain's appearance be- 
fore the Senate Judiciary SubcoMimittee on Con- 
stitutional Rights. The original date set for Mr. 
Cain’s testimony on the faults of the Eisenhower 
security program was June 5. After that date 
was set, Mr. Cain won his long-delayed opportu- 
nity to spend a half hour at the White House 
with the President. The White House session 
was set for June 8—three days later. 

Senator Hennings of Missouri, as chairman of 
the subcommittee, saw at once that it would 
prejudice Mr. Cain's visit to the White House if 
he testified before the subcommittee, as sched- 
uled. So Senator Hennings postponed the ap- 
pearance of Mr. Cain before the subcommittee 
just a week. This enabled Mr. Cain to see the 
President first and thus avoid the embarrass- 
ment to both the President and Mr. Cain that 
would have resulted from a prior presentation 
of the critical testimony to the subcommittee. 

It also meant that the President learned be- 
fore the country about the socalled “security 
risk” Korean war veteran who sent his combat 
infantryman’s badge to the White House as a 
symbol of his loyalty to his country. 

Probably no one around the White House has 
bothered to thank Senator Hennings, a Demo- 
crat, for this courtesy to the President and one 
of his appointees. Yet how many Old Guard 
Republicans in the Senate would have been as 
careful to spare Dwight D. Eisenhower and fel- 
low Republican Harry P. Cain the embarrass- 
ment that Senator Hennings quietly averted? 
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Let’s Fly the Flag 
The ink was hardly dry on the last signature 
on the Declaration of Independencé when John 
Adams wrote to his wife, Abigail: 


The day ought to be celebrated, as the day 
of deliverance, by solemn acts of devotion 
to God Almighty. It ought to be solemnized 
with pomp and parade, with shows, with 
games, sports, guns, bells, bonfires and il- 
luminations, from one end of this continent 
to the other, from this time forward, ever- 
more. 


This year the Fourth of July will mark the 
180th anniversary of the nation’s birth. It will 
be occasion enough for revival of some of John 
Adams’s fervor about the day on which freedom 
came to the American people. Why not fly the 
flag again as was the custom a generation ago? 
Our Stars and Stripes is a beautiful emblem and 
there is good reason to believe there would be 
less juvenile delinquency if more parents taught 
their children to hang out Old Glory on our 
patriotic holidays. 
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‘In a Very Effective Way’? 

Secretary of Defense Charles E. Wilson’s tes- 
timony before a Senate subcommittee on air 
power was largely devoted to a rationalization 
of his Air Force program. Some of his explana- 
tions are impossible to accept since they conflict 
with the earnest testimony of his Air Force 
chjéfs. 

In regard to the extra $800,000,000 for aircraft 
procurement which Congress added to the 
amount recommended by the Administration, 
Secretary Wilson said the money would be spent 
when needed. And he told Senator Symington’s 
group that the B-52 building program was push- 
ing ahead as rapidly as possible “in a very ef- 
fective way.” 

Just what does Secretary Wilson mean by that 
statement? Until last March the B-52s were sup- 
posed to be coming off the line at the rate of 
17 a month. Then senatorial investigation dis- 
closed that they were coming off at the rate of 
only six. Leading Democrats in the Senate were 
not long in asserting that between last January 
and June 9 the Air Force had accepted delivery 
of just eight B-52s. Secretary of the Air Force 
Donald A. Quarles indicated these figures were 
not far off. 

It may be that money is not what is needed to 
get the B-52s moving faster to the Air Forte. 
But something is needed, as the above figures 
indicate.. The Symington subcommittee has done 
a wise thing in requestioning Secretary Wilson 
and in deciding to call back the Air Force lead-' 
ers for further testimony. There is too much fog 
hanging over the hearings thus far and it should 
be dispelled. 
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Protecting the Nation’s Children 

A reasonable law to make refrigerators safe 
for children, and one which gives promise of ef- 
fectiveness, is proposed in Congress. Manufac- 
turers would be required to equip their products 
with a safety device to free children if they be- 
came trapped inside the refrigerators. Both 
Houses would well heed this sane and moderate 
proposal from the House Commerce Committee. 

Many children in various parts of the country 
have lost their lives in the past few years by 
crawling into refrigerators in play. Some of the 
refrigerators were abandoned and some were 
running, but all were death-traps for curious, 
playful children. Sensible and uniform legisla- 
tion obviously is needed. 
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One Thing at a Time 

Representative William L. Dawson of Chicago 
has taken a significant, courageous and com- 
mendable stand on the school aid bill. One of 
three Negro Democrats in Congress, he has de- 
clared he will fight inclusion of an anti-segrega- 
tion amendment in the. $1,600,000,000 school 
construction measure. 

In our opinion, he is as right as can be. First, 
there is no doubt at all that a school building 
emergency exists. In another three years, at the 
present rate of school construction, the country 
will find itself short at least 150,000 classrooms. 
This means crowded and inadequate facilities 
for large numbers of youngsters. 

Second, there is little doubt that inclusion 
of an anti-segregation rider in the school bill 
will mean the measure’s defeat in the Senate. 
Either that or it likely will be filibustered to 
death. The end result would be a defeat for the 
cause of racial equality and a defeat for the 
nation's school children. 

The practical course is clear, and Representa- 


tive Dawson sees it. Pass the school bill with- 


out a rider and thereby see that the children 
are provided with the classrooms they .must 
have. As for segregation, that is an area in 


which the courts now are responsible. Why not 


permit them to carry on without legislative 
interference?

Breaking the Highway Jam

As highway travel has become a huge 
basic element in the United States econ- 
omy—generating some 40 billion dol- 
lars income annually—the inadequacy 
of United States roads has posed a prob- 
lem of staggering size. 


There is hardly a city in the nation 
without a serious traffic problem of 
one sort or another, hardly a major 
highway without its bottlenecks. The 
tangle has proved costly to the country 
in time, money, and, more important, 
lives. 

Now, in legislation passed by Con- 
gress, there is hope the terrible traffic 
tangle may finally be unsnarled. 


Spearheaded by Democratic Repre- 
sentatives George H. Fallon of Mary- 
land (who concentrated on actual high- 
way needs) and Hale Boggs of Louisi- 
ana (who took over the financing end), 
the new bill calls for a 13-year 33 bil- 
lion dollar road-building program which 
dwarfs any public works project this 
country—or any other—has ever under- 
taken. 


By comparison, the Panama Canal 
cost only $366,700,000: Grand Coulee 
Dam $118,000,000, and the years-long 
WPA and PWA of the ‘30s 15 billion 
dollars. 


Heart of the measure is the so-called 
national system of interstate highways, 
49,000 miles of roadewhich the Bureau 
of Public Roads has designated as the 
backbone of this country’s highway net- 
work. While the system covers only 1.2 
per cent of the nation’s 3,400,000 miles 
of roads, it carries more than 14 per 
cent of all traffic, links 90 per cent of 
all American cities with populations of 
50,000 or more. 


Coming: Four-Lane Roads 


Only 3000 miles of this highway net- 
work are modern enough to be incorpo- 
rated in the system without lifting a 
shovel. About 29,000 miles will have to 
be built practically from scratch. Cost: 
about 27.5 billion, of which 90 per cent 
will come from the Federal Govern- 
ment, the rest from the states. The 
money will transform 80 per cent of the 
NSIH into spanking new four-lane 
roads, and up to six or eight lanes in 
congested urban areas. The remainder, 
mostly in the lightly traveled reaches of 
the West, will be two-lane roads. 


To help the United States pay its 
share of the tab, the measure calls for 
immediate 16-year increases in federal 
gasoline, tire and other taxes. Cost per 
year to the average motorist: $8.83.

money. There are upwards of 35,000 
traffic fatalities each year (total since 
the turn of the century: a dismaying 
1,100,000 plus); a good portion are due 
to poor roads. The extra cost in travel 
on bad and congested highways (in 
terms of gas and oil consumed, wear 
and tear on vehicles and lost time), has 
been figured at a cent a mile—or 5.8 
billion dollars for the 583 billion miles 
clocked last year. 

Why has the nation’s highway sys- 
tem been allowed to become so con- 
stricted and pockmarked? And why 
hasn’t a massive remedy been prepared 
before now?” 


The second world war was largely 
to blame. The nation chewed up its 
roads at a fantastic rate and was only 
able to repair a small part of the dam- 
age. Road-building outlays in 1944 fell 
to around $250,000,000, the lowest point 
in a quarter of a century. There was a 
lot of catching up to do. 


A Deficit in Planning 


But vehicular traffic wasn’t waiting 
to be caught. In the great postwar 
boom, total mileage of the nation’s pas- 
senger cars, trucks and busses zoomed 
more than 70 per cent (and should rise 
another 50 per cent by 1965). 

Many experts, unprepared for this 
increase, underestimated construction 
needs. The New Jersey Turnpike, for 
instance, completed less than six years 
ago, is already handling a traffic load 
which wasn't expected until the 1980s. 
Extra lanes are already being added 
along a large part of its route. 


Where the needs were anticipated, 
the money wasn’t always available. 
State and local governments, which tra- 
ditionally shouldered the biggest share 
of the cost, have had to balance high- 
way requirements against schools, hos- 
pitals, utilities and a host of other vital 
needs. 


On top of these problems, politicking 
and special pleading have often smoth- 
ered any chance for a solution. 

The forthcoming highway plan will 
be huge by any standard. But will it be 
enough? Some observers point out that 
the President’s Highway Commission, 
headed by Continental Can chairman 
Lucius Clay, last year recommended a 
101 billion dollar program and that the 
Bureau of Public Roads estimates a 
similar need, plus anather 25 billion 
dollars for maintenance and adminis- 
tration. 


But it is possible, when the ambi- 
tious program is finished, that auto 
driving may once again become the 
sheer delight that it used to be, and 
the call of the open road will sing 
through the land again.

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Between Book Ends 


The ‘Vanity Press’ 

THE ROGUE OF PUBLISHERS’ ROW, by Edward 
Uhian. (Exposition Press, 247 pgs., $3.50.) 
Somebody once, in disapproval of 

Edward Uhlan, president of the Exposi- 
tion Press, called him the Rogue of 
Publishers’ Row. Uhlan liked it. Not 
that he was a rogue, but he was glad 
to have the other publishers call him 
that. It was recognition of a sort, an 
acknowledgment that he was one of 
the gang, though his methods were dif- 
ferent from theirs. 

Now Uhlan has got around to writ- 
ing a book of his own, describing him- 
self and his methods, and his title, of 
course, is “The Rogue of Publishers’ 
Row.” As an author 
he submitted the 
book to himself; 
as a publisher he 
accepted it with 
the understanding 
that if it didn't 
sell, Author Uhlan 
would take the loss, 
for that was Pub- 
- lisher Uhlan’s 
method, as fully set 
forth in Author Uh- 


lan’s book. 
With complete 
frankness Author 


Uhlan has subtitled 
his book “the con- 
fessions of a publisher,” that publisher 
being himself, but he says it is “the 
revealing story of book publishing,” 
thereby bringing other publishers with- 
in the scope of his revelation. 

The Exposition Press Mr. Uhlan op- 
erates is known as a “subsidy” or “‘van- 
ity” publishing house. This means 
that the author pays the cost of publi- 
cation while. the ordinary commercial 
operator takes all the risks of publish- 
ing it with the guarantee of royalty 
payments if there are any royalties. 
Sometimes there are and sometimes 
not. 


There is something to be said for 
both operations. Uhlan has made out 
a very good case for his side and has 
“revealed” a lot about the other. Uhlan 
freely confesses that there have been 
crooked practices among the subsidized 
publishers, but says the crooked ones 
have failed and have gone out of busi- 
ness, driven out by the honest ones like 
the Exposition Press. 

Whatever the commercial publishers 
might say about Exposition Press, it 
seems to be succeeding. The reason 
for this, Uhlan says, is that he and his 
associates are on the up-and-up. At any 
rate they have published in the past 
four years 800 books. Last year, in 
terms of the number of books pub- 
lished, Exposition became the _ sixth- 
largest publishing house in the United 
States. In his book Uhlan tells how 
he has done this and how he is con- 
tinuing to do it. 


As confession and as revelation it is 
good reading. If 7000 to 10,000 copies 
are sold Publisher Uhlan will get his 
money back. Author Uhlan has paid 
for publishing it. That’s the way it 
works in the subsidized publishing busi- 
ness. F. A. BEHYMER.

used, with a few other You- 
mans’s songs, and one not by 
him from an old movie, inter- 
polated. This thin, patched-up 
show gets by, but that’s all: 
there are brighter musical com- 
edies around which don't need 
all that tinkering. and would 
have better been revived. 

Paula Stewart was cute and 
vivacious as Looloo, the coffee- 
house proprietress, and Mark 
Dawson was rugged and cocky 
as the elusive Bilge Smith, in 
this story of girl meets gob, 
girl loses gob, girl chases gob, 
girl wins gob. They sang 
“Sometimes I’m Happy,” the 
best song in the show, pretty 
effectively. By the device of 
having Bilge mutter “I got 
lotsa time.” they slipped in 
“Time on My Hands,” from 
“Smiles.” and it will do (it’s 
wonderful how you can create 
an excuse for any sort of song 
with one line of dialogue in the 
old type of musical comedy). 
But when they did “Through 
the Years.” from the musical of 


the same name. it seemed to 
me. even though they sand it 
prettily, that it was too digni- 


fied and serious a song for the 
rough and ready, semi-comic 
characters they had created.

Of course, the musical’s other 
hit song, “Hallelujah,” was al- 
ways dragged in for no good 
reason other than the show 
needed a rousing song at that 
point.

Her drunk 
bit in a trio in the saloon was 
funny, and she was obviously 
much better than the lines she 
had to say through the evening. 


Her singing of “Hallelujah,” 
didn’t do much for it however, 
except to lead it into where 


the chorus can take over lust- 
ily with volume. The song 
doesn’t have the zing it used 
to. Though they tried to dress 
it up with a dance in which 
whirling shadows were thrown 
on the wall (the idea was fine, 
but the lighting could have 
been better executed) it still 


didn’t get much of a hand.

Total to Be $2,010,000, Al- 
most Double Amount 
Originally Expected. 


St. Louis University’s share 
of Ford Foundation grants to 
help raise faculty salaries will 
be almost twice as large as the 
amount originally expected, it 
became apparent yesterday with 
the arrival of the first payment 
from the foundation. 

In announcing its estimates 
of the grants to 630 privately- 
supported colleges and universi- 
ties last December, the founda- 
tion said St. Louis University 
would receive about $1,087,000. 
The two checks that arrived 
yesterday totaled $1,005,000 
and an accompanying letter 
explained that the second in- 
stallment, which is expected to 
be made next July, will equal 
the first payment, university 
officials reported. 

Based on the original an- 
nouncement, the university 
would have received about 
$543,000 in the first install- 
ment. 

The difference between the 
two figures, a spokesman for 
the university said, is appar- 
ently the result of the founda- 
tion’s recent restudy of ques- 
tionnaires all institutions filled 
out last year concerning their 
liberal arts programs. 

Yesterday's payment tInclud- 
ed two checks, one for $645.,- 
000 and another for $360,000, 
The larger one is the endow- 
ment grant, given to all in- 
stitutions in the program. The 
smaller one is the accomplish- 
ment grant, awarded to liberal 
arts colleges and universities 
that have shown special leader- 
ship in improving the status 
and compensation of their 
teachers. 

Seven other institutions in 
the area, including Washington 
University, are sharing in the 
grants. 

Each school will have re- 
ceived an amount about equal 
to its undergraduate instruc- 
tional costs of 1954-55 when the 
endowment grants have been 
paid in full. The money {fs ex- 
pected to produce a 4 per cent 
annual income and must be 
applied to faculty salaries. The 
Capital may be used for other 
purposes after 10 years.

months in Missouri for wading 
and fishing the smaller streams. 
There are hundreds of these 
lesser watercourses in the state 
that meander through the hills 
and valleys and finally form a 
junction with the larger rivers. 
These creeks and branches are 
ideal habitat for bluegill, long- 
ear sunfish, green sunfish, gog- 
gle-eye, and both species of 
black bass. In many of the re- 
mote areas of the Ozarks the 
smallmouths are called “trout”, 
and the largemouths are re- 
ferred to as “linesides” because 
of the broad blackish band of 
scales extending down its sides. 

Unlike the western trout ang- 
lers, the stream fishermen in 
Missouri seldom don rubber or 
plastic waders. A pair of rub- 
ber-soled canvas “sneakers”, a 
dark-colored shirt, and khaki 
pants are sufficient clothing.

Unhappiest Man 
In Madrid

MADRID. 
HE unhappiest man in Madrid at the moment is 
: T Harry Whitney, a 30-year-old American bullfighter 
: who was recently sentenced to six years and one 
' day ina 5 aes clink for Insulting the Spanish Gov- 
me ernment. Whitney is 
out on appeal at the 
moment, waiting for 
his case to be heard 
by the Spanish Su- 
preme Court, and is 
continuing his bull- 
fighting career while 
he still has a chance. 

The other day 
Whitney had a fight 
at Escorial, a sce? 
town some 30» miles 
from Madrid. Al- 
though he was born 
in New York and 
spent some time in 
California, he is 
known to the Span- 
jards as “The Texan.” 

We talked to him 
in his dressing room 
while he was prepar- 
ing for his fight. At 
f the moment he seemed more concerned about a bull 
: that had been selected for him to fight than about 
six years and a day. 

Whitney said the whole thing was a big mistake. 
He was in a slight auto accident with a motorcycle. 
: His friend, an Englishman, was driving the car and 
when they both got out to investigate the damage a 
Spanish bystander insulted the Englishman. Whitney 
says he told the man to go away and the man hit him 
without provocation. The American lost his head and 
hit back. When the fight was broken up, Whitney 
Called the man a goat, the worst Spanish insult there is. 

“I swore at the man,” Whitney said. “I did not 
swear at Spain.” 
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WHITNEY WAS TAKEN to the police station with 
= the English driver. 

‘ They both asked to call their consulates, but the 
= inspector refused. Whitney claims farther that when 
» he reached for the phone books the inspector hit him 
© on the nose and Whitney stepped back, made a Nazi 
» salute and said “Heil Hitler!” 

Because of this incident the American was charged 
: with insulting the Spanish Government. He was given 
a lawyer and when the trial came to court the prose- 
* cutor asked the maximum penalty, which was nine 
| years. Whitney's court-appointed lawyer, who told him 
to plead not guilty, jumped up and said: “We'll take 
six months!” 

The judge said six years and one day. 

The penalty for manslaughter in Spain is five years, 
so Whitney feels his sentence was rather harsh. Most 
people think that when it goes to appeal, the sentence 
will be suspended and Whitney will be asked to leave 
the country. 

“But I don’t want to leave Spain,” he told us. “I 
want.to be a bullfighter.

AKE a good look at the 


of Louls during the next 
few days, don’t bother to call 
the police. He may be on the 

“most wanted” list, but he’s 
wanted by an assortment of 
casting directors, not the FBI. 
In fact, a parking ticket is his 
closest brush with the law so 
far. 

He is Horace McMahon, as 
mild-mannered a soul as you'd 
want to meet, but with so many 
criminal roles to bis credit that 
police and: other ll-meaning 
citizens often mistake him for 
the real thing. Once an Okla- 
homa sheriff, sure he’d seen 
that face somewhere, but for- 
getting it was on his television 
screen, followed him down 
Highway 66 untilMcMahon drew 
up at a filling station and 
showed his identification 
papers. 

On this trip to St. Louis, 
however, he’s temporarily out 
of the type-casting strait 
jacket and back where he 
started, playing the comic role 
of a sailor in “Hit the Deck” at 
the Municipal Opera this 
week. His first Broadway suc- 
cess in 1934 was “Sailor, Be- 
ware,” so the Navy has re- 
mained one of his favorite 
stage avocations despite the 
fact that he doesn’t even like 
the sea well enough to buy a 
boat for his Long Island Sound 
home. 


Comedy comes ahead of crime 
any day on McMahon's list of 
favored stage and screen roles, 
but somehow he’s usually mixed 
up with the law, more often 
against than for. A welcome re- 
lief in that category was his 
stardom as an honest police of- 
ficer in “Detective Story.” Oth- 
erwise, sporting a nose flat- 
tened in a high school football 
game, he’s a natural for gang- 
ster roles and with more than 
100 films to his credit, he’s 
found that crime pays plenty. 
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IS career in cinematic crime 

began 19 years ago when, al- 

ready an established actor 
in the East, he went to Holly- 
wood to try out for a comedy 
role and ended up as a theatri- 
cal thug in “They Gave Him a 
Gun.” That started him toward 
a lucrative film career, inter- 
rupted by such stage plays as 
“Three Men on a Horse” and 
“Detective Story,” and by such 
television appearances as the 
police captain in “Martin Kane,” 
and numerdéus other network 
shows. 

When all this started, he had 
every intention of becoming a 
lawyer, not dreaming that he 
would wind up portraying the

kind of characters he had 
planned to defend in a real life 
courtroom. A native of South 
Norwalk, Conn., he was spend- 
ing a vacation from Fordham 


. University law school with two 


aunts who owned a summer re- 
sort when one of the guests, a 
theatrical producer who later 
became a Franciscan priest, the 
Rev. Walter Plimmer, sug- 
gested he visit his stock com- 
pany and take over a minor 
role for a week. 

“My father had been an ama- 
teur actor so I suppose my in- 
terest in the theater was more 
deeply ingrained than I 
thought,” he said. “When this 
guest and I started talking 
about show business, he thought 
I might like it so he asked me 
and I took him up on it. That 
was the beginning.” 

' It was also the end of law 
school. The following year he 
obtained a role in a touring 
company of a comedy drama, 
“Broadway,” and has been an 
actor ever since, with no re- 
grets except one. He just 
wishes he weren't so often on 
the wrong side of the law, but

The McMahon household at 
Rowayton, Conn., consists of 
Mrs. McMahon, the former ac- 
tress, Louise Campbell; a 
daughter, Missy, 8, and a son, 
Tom, 2. A third child is ex- 
pected this fall. Tom’s god- 
father, incidentally, is Stan Mu- 
sial, one of McMahon’s' closest 
friends (and the reason why 
he’s a. Cardinal fan). 

The McMahons met on Broad- 
way when both were appearing 
in “Three Men on a Horse,” 
and were married a year or so 
after Louise went to Hollywood 
and Horace followed. She ap- 
peared in “The Star Maker,” 
with Bing Crosby, and in “Men 
With Wings,” with Fred Mac- 
Murray and: Ray Milland, as 
well as in a number of the 
“Bulldog Drummond” films 
now being seen on television. 

Horace’s early career on the 
coast wasn’t quite so bright. 

“I took a screen test and was 
told then not to leave the hotel, 
just to wait for a call. I stayed 


there three weeks and finally 
one day the telephone rang and 
it was the casting office calling. 
I thought, brother, this is it, 
and got the agent and we were 
all ready to talk. 

“After a while, I was switched 
to someone else from the cast- 
ing office. He said, ‘Is this 
Horace McMahon? Did you 
take a screen test at this stu- 
dio recently?” 

“I was all excited because I 
figured a contract was forth- 
coming.

But he has loved every min- 
ute of it, even though his stage 
reputation has been built on 
the type of roles foreign to his 
law-abiding nature. 

“Recently I produced and act- 
ed in a sketch at the Palace in 
New York,” he laughed, “One 
of the critics wrote: ‘After 26 
years, Horace McMahon, a frus- 
trated romantic, finally gets the 
girl.’

New Walls Over Old. 
HERE comes a time when 
it’s often wiser to replace 
than to try to repair and 
this certainly holds true of 
many an interior wall. If you 
start with an old wall that is 
coated with innumerable coats 
of paint and perhaps wallpaper, 
badly cracked in spots and bulg- 
ing in others, and compare what 
it will cost in time and effort 
to prepare such a wall as op- 
posed to just covering over, 
chances are you'll cover over. 

You'll often find walls in 
bathrooms and kitchens in this 
condition due to the presence 
of water and the fact these 
walls become quickly soiled and 
therefore get repeated coats of 
paint and paper. 

Walls of this type can be eas- 
ily covered either with gypsum 
plaster board, prefinished hard- 
board or with scored hardboard 
which can later be finished with 
tile. If you plan to paint or 
paper the wall, gypsum plaster 
board is your best bet. If you 


want the effect of a tiled wall 
with a minimum amount of 
work, then use the prefinished 
hardboard that resembles a sec- 
tion of tilework. If you want to 
sapply plastic or metal tile, then 
use the scored hardboard tile 
base. — 

The only thing you have to do 
before installing the new wall 
over the old is to grind down 
any high spots on the old wall 
to make a level surface. Re- 
move any loose sections of the 
old plaster and while you're at 
it, locate the position of the 
studding back of the plaster. 
This is best done by drilling 
and then marking the location 
of each stud on the floor so 
you'll be able to find them when 
it comes time to nail the new 
wall covering. The ‘hhew wall 
covering must be nailed through 
the plaster into the wall stud- 
ding. Don’t depend on an ad- 
hesive to cement the new cover- 
ing to the plaster because if the 
plaster is painted or papered or 
bulging the cement won’t hold.

For Feet in 
Hot Weather 


OST of the measures for 
fighting fatigue in the sum- 
mer help you feel cooler. 
Adopt as many as you can, and 
for best results, begin feet first. 

Nylon stockings don’t absorb 
one bit of moisture, and ‘that 
explains why your biggest sum- 
mer problem may be tired, ach- 
ing and perhaps swollen feet. 
Since you're bound to be tired 
if your feet are, dust them 
every morning with a super- 
thirsty foot powder to keep 
them dry, cool and comfortable, 
and they'll be twice as willing 
as hot ones. 

If you stand on your feet 
constantly, you need a quick 
remedy for muscle distress. 
Here’s one straight from mod- 
els who have a lot of footwork 
to do in the course of any day: 
Take a ten-minute break and 
find some privacy. Renfove your 
shoes and walk around the room 
ten times on your tip-toes. 
Then sit down and systemati- 
cally massage each pad on the 
balls of your feet with your 
thumb. Follow this by gently 
and firmly pulling each toe 
outward. 


If there’s a couch nearby, lie 
down for five minutes with 
your feet propped higher than 
your head. If you can, change 
to a fresh pair of stockings and 
repeat the foot powder dusting. 

Don’t make the mistake of 
thinking that an open shoe is 
far better than a closed one 
just because of its openness. 
Your feet feel hotter from 
sprawling on a thin shapless 
sole than from being inclosed 
in a shoe that supports them. 
Certainly muscles that strain 
with fatigue from lack of sup- 
port are bound to feel feverish. 
The open shoe especially must 
be chosen for perfect fit, sup- 
port and good balance if it’s to 
be the good ally it can be in 
your campaign to be cool.

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Boom and Bust

SAN FRANCISCO, 
| F YOU turn off Highway 50 just west of the Green river, 


a red-rock canyon road takes you to the old Mormon town 

of Moab, Utah, where Charlie Steen took off for the desert 
in 1952 and came back a millionaire. 

I drove over the other 
day (Why shouldn’t I be 
a millionaire, too?) and 
latched onto Bob White, 
who covers mining news 
all over the Southwest. 

“It wasn’t until 1954 that 
word got around that 
Steen’s Mi Vida strike was 
worth about $70,000,000,” 
White said. “When it did, 
Moab jammed up with 
thousands and thousands 
of amateur prospectors. 
You can imagine what it 
did to a town of 1300 per- 
sons who hadn't had any 
excitement since Butch Cas- 
sidy and the Wild Bunch 
used to hole up around 
here between train robber- 
ies. There were million- 
aires sleeping in Cadillacs 
and offering any kind of 
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money for a room in the jail.” 
x * 

THE OLD PICTURES of Moab show dirt streets and 
shade trees, with some frame buildings. Today Moab has 
mew pavement, new buildings and the latest model parking 
meters. There must be a dozen swank motels. 

“If you write anything about Moab,” said White, “will 
you please say that there are plenty of rooms. I represent 
the Chamber of Commerce on the side, and the boom year 
ef 1954 just about killed the tourist business. 

“What happened?” 

“In 1954 you could sell any staked-out claim for $200 
or better. Everybody was wild to be a millionaire. Most of 
them would settle for just one million. But the fact is,” 
said White, “uranium is darned hard to find. And there is 
a hard fact that once you find it, you have to be able to mine 
it for a few cents less than you can sell it for. 

“From $200 for any claim, the boom has busted to where 
you can hardly get anybody to go out and look at a claim. 
Too many failed to pay off, and the Mi Vida kind of mine 
is hard to find.” 

The boom busted and left Moab about the fanciest ghost 
town in the West. 

The other night the City Council sat up until midnight 
talking about the beautiful parking meters that were in- 
stalled when Moab had visions of being another Los Angeles. 
Meters have taken in about $4000. But the Council wonders 
if they aren’t driving off tourists. Especially when they 
come out and find a tag on the car on an almost empty 
street.

Destructive Child

MAN told us the other day, “I have a friend whose 
314-year-old is always breaking dishes. On purpose. 


He just keeps getting into a rage. He breaks all kinds 
ef things, but dishes most. What do you think my friend

should do? Do you believe 
that spanking wil] cure 
this child? Or what?” 

“Or what” would be our 
choice of the two. We 
rather doubt that spanking 
will do thé trick. 

The fact that this child 
(if rumor has not exag- 
gerated his behavior) 
spends quite a lot of his 
time in breaking - things 
shows very plainly, of 


* course, that something is 
wrong. 

The big question, and one which it would be most 
difficult to answer without knowing the child in question 
and the situation personally, is, of course, what is it that’s 
wrong. 

Is it the parents’ handling? That's not. too likely, 
but could, of course, be the case. Most young children 
enjoy “testing the limits,” trying to see how much they 
can get away with with any given grown-up. The more 
they get away with, the more it eggs them on to new 
depths of defiance and destruction. It could conceivably 
be that the little boy in question is simply out of hand. 
And in that case a little reasonable application of firm, 
adequate discipline could pull him right back into line. 

But, “a good spanking is all he needs” can correctly 
be said of only a minority of bad actors of this sort. There 
are other possible answers to why the little boy in 
question is breaking dishes. 


a. 

SO IT may not be just the parents’ discipline which 
is at fault. It may be that something is deeply wrong with 
this little boy himself, something that the best discipline 
in‘ the world can’t cure. It may be that this is an emotionally 
disturbed child whose rages and destructive behavior occur 
because something is seriously wrong with his basic per- 
sonality organization. In such a case, of course, expert 
professional help and advice are needed. 

A third, and more likely, possibility is that, whereas 
parental discipline in this case may be less than ideal and 
the child’s personality less than perfectly calm and stable, 
neither factor is the main cause. Very often when pre- 
schoolers behave in this wild, destructive, aggressive way, 
something vital is either wrong or missing in their present 
life situation. They may need more companionship, less 
competition, a differently arranged schedule, more of their 
mother’s time, fewer demands made on them. There are 
obviously dozens of such possibilities, small to us, often 
tremendous to the child concerned. 

Frequently the satisfactions to be found in a good 
nursery school, plus the advice of a skilled teacher, can 
help work out a problem such as the one we are discussing 
today. When such a relatively simple solution turns out not 
to be adequate, it would save a lot of guessing and a lot of 
unhappiness and confusion to seek good professional help.

It isn’t enough to say that 
you should have so many honor 
tricks or so many points. Of 
course, you have to set some 
kind of a minimum of high- 
ecard strength and this is us- 
ually what you would need for 
a minimum opening bid. 


However, from a practical 
standpoint, a sound takeout 
double must have either one, 
or both, of the following quali- 
fications: It must be a hand 
which will be a good dummy 
for any suit your partner bids, 
or it must be a hand containing 
a good, stout suit of its own. 

As you see, Miss Brash’s 
double failed to qualify on 
either count. Certainly her 
hand was not a good dummy 
for hearts (the suit Mr. Meek 
was most likely to name) and 
she did not have a good suit. 


She passed the two-heart bid 
around, feeling sure it couldn't 
be made, but hoping it wouldn't 
be doubled. When it was 
doubled by Mr. Dale, she made 
a frantic stab at two no trump. 
This was also doubled and set a 
whopping 700 points. 

This catastrophe was easily 
avoidable. All Miss Brash had 
to do was pass after Mr. Mas- 
ter’s opening bid. We can’t say 
exactly how the bidding would 
have gone after that, but it is 
likely that Mr. Dale would have 
said two hearts or two clubs. 
Mr. Masters would have rebid 
two spades and the bidding 
might have died there.

Miller, curator of collections at 
the New York Museum of Mod- 
ern Art. It was published by 
the Museum and distributed by 
Simon and Schuster, at a cost 
of $3.50. It contains photographs 
of pictures and artists, with bio- 
graphical information and some 
statements by the artists them- 
selves. 

The book is based on an ex- 
hibition of 12 Americans—mod- 
ern artists, painters and sculpt- 
ors—from different parts of the 
United States and all between 
the ages of 30 and 60. Strange- 
ly enough, though only two are 
native New Yorkers, all except 
one actually developed as an 
artist and found his particular 
media working in New York 
City.

THIS EXHIBITION, which is 
now at the Museum, is differ- 
ent from most of those in which 
a large group of artists is rep- 
resented by just one piece of 
work. Here, each artist has his 
own gallery, and the effort is 
made to bring together those of 
widely varying styles and to 
show the whole range of each 
artist’s work. 

These are modern artists who 
derive their inspiration largely 
from imagination rather than 
from nature. I do not feel that 
I am adequate in understand- 
ing this type of work, but Stu- 
art Preston of the New York 
Times has commented that “in- 
dividually they (the artists) are 
extremely able, both as ‘in- 
ventors’ and as manipulators of 
medium.

Your SAFETY Is Involved 
In the Reckless Strike 
Of the Gas Workers’ Unions 


The gas workers’ unions have raised the question 


of safety in connection with Laclede Gas Com- 
pany’s policy on heating installations. If the 
men who control these unions had the least con- 
cern for the public safety and welfare—as they 
so piously claim they have—would they have 
called a strike that, by itself, ignores the safety 
and welfare of the whole community? 


Already striking members have been arrested. 


Already hundreds of homes are without gas be- 
cause valves have been turned to close off mains 
and because water has been put into gas lines. 


The union leaders say the issue of the dispute is 
the technical one of the right way to connect 
gas heating units. But if the unions were con- 
cerned with public safety, would they not agree 
to present their case to impartial arbitration, as 
the company has repeatedly urged, instead of 
engaging in a dangerous strike? It is time to 
recognize that the union leaders are engaged in 
a frank resort to force. Why else should they 
have refused arbitration? What clearer indica- 
tion could there be that the top union men know 
their case is a bad one? If the company policy 
they say they object to really involves unsafe 
practices—if it were really against the public 
interest—why would the men who run the 
unions not welcome fair and open outside arbi- 
tration to bring out the facts? What is the truth 
about the assertion of union leaders that La- 
clede’s policy against making fuel run connec- 
tions for gas heating installations will result in 
hazard to the public? 


The unions know that every month hundreds of 
gas appliances—ranges, water heaters, clothes 
‘dryers, etc., are connected in customers’ homes 


by dealers, plumbers and other contractors. 


The unions know that there is no difference be- 
tween these connections and the connecting of 


gas heating units. 


The unions know that from coast to coast there 
is not a major utility that engages in the waste- 
ful, unnecessary, featherbedding practice they 
wish to impose upon Laclede. Is it reasonable 
to believe that what is safe in New York, Chi- 
cago, Los Angeles and every other metropolitan 
area is unsafe in St. Louis? 


The unions know, too, that the trend of employ- 
ment at Laclede is up. They know there is in 
this dispute no question whatever of any cut- 


back in jobs. 


The unions know, finally, that Laclede’s wage 
offer—providing a big 17.6-cent hourly boost 
over a two-year contract period—is an excellent 
offer. They know it is a great deal more than 
enough to keep company employees in the very 
front rank of the national gas industry. 


What, then, is the reason for this strike? 


The company is reluctant to believe that union 
leaders have imposed such great hardship and 
inconvenience on the whole community simply 
to force by the exercise of power their demands 
to control company policy—demands to dictate 
to the company what it can sell and what it can’t 


* sell, what work it can perform and what it can’t. 


The company believes that, when the commu- 


' nity and union members themselves see clearly 


what the real facts are, responsible union lead- 
ership will assert itself, and the way will be 
cleared for the prompt negotiation of a new 
contract.
